Cover Story 


Our cover this month recognizes 
Federal Cartridge Company for its 
multitude of excellent products. Known 
by most of us for their primers it is often 
forgotten that they are making other ex- 
cellent products. 

Being naturally curious | ordered an 
assortment of their products in chamber- 
ings that | have in my gun cabinet. Upon 
their arrival | took some pictures (before 
| got the boxes dirty) and began to test 
the offerings. 

The primers are tried and true friends. 
They were saved for later use. All of us 
know the success story of the Federal 
line of primers. They are the most widely 
used primers on the benchrest market 
today. 

With the end of my school rifle club 
just around the corner | hauled along a 
box of 500 22 long rifle ammunition. 
Without telling the kids there was a 
change | let them shoot up the ammuni- 
tion. | was interested in any obvious 
change over what we were using then. 

As the evening advanced some of the 
better shooters began to inquire as to 
why their scores were a bit better than 
before. Almost all of my top boys felt that 
the ammunition behaved a bit better 
than the stuff in use. There were less 
wide shots and the X counts were high- 
er. 

Based upon that test, and some of my 
own shooting, | can only assume that the 
Federal rimfire ammunition (Champion) 
is good ammunition. 

Next to be tested was the box of 38 
special match 148 gr. wadcutters. They 
surprised me to no end. In my Model 19 
S&W they produced the tightest group- 
ing of any ammunition that has been 
used in that handgun, including my best 
reloads. The box was empty long before 
| wanted it to be. 

The 125 gr. 357 Magnums made easy 
work of a couple of woodchucks. They 
were accurate and ejection from the 
cylinder was easy. Often the 357 mag- 
num loadings come out of my Smith a bit 
roughly. These were fine. 

| shot up a few 180 gr. 44 magnum 
jacketed hollow points in a handgun and 
about half a box from a Marlin 1894 lever 
action rifle. Both were entirely adequate 
for the job at hand.

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The 308 Winchester Premium brand 
165 gr. HP BT loads are being saved for 
hunting season. The ones used to sight 
in the deer rifle proved to exhibit good 
accuracy. The Sierra bullet being used 
has always been one of my favorite deer 
rounds. | predict the Federal ammunition 
to get excellent results. 

The shotgun ammunition is still un- 
fired at clay targets. They will serve for 
the hunting season warmup. Not being 
addicted to the clay target games at all | 
will have to farm out a box for testing. 
Shooters in my area report, however, 


that it is good ammunition. 

From this short examination of the 
Federal product line (there are many 
more items in the catalog) one can only 
judge that there is a very up to date at- 
mosphere in the Minneapolis based 
company.

Enclosed is a current IBS rule book 
that will offer you some insight concern- 
ing the rifles in use throughout the world 
among benchresters; and rules for con- 
ducting matches. If you would like more 
detailed and technical information on 
the rifles and ammo currently in use | 
would be happy to answer any specific 
questions. 


Currently, we have two groups in 
Europe that are formulating benchrest 
shooting and predict affiliation with IBS 
during the coming year. In France, our 
contact is George Cunnington, 38 rue 
Barbes, 92120 Montrouge, France. This 
group is currently awaiting government 
approval for affiliation. In West Ger- 
many, our contact is Peter Hammerich, 
Heimstattenstr 30, D-8000 Munchen 40, 
West Germany. This group predicts 
affiliation during 1979. 

Each affiliated country has a member 
on the International Committee. In addi- 
tion to other duties, the Committee con- 
ducts an annual Postal Match for the 
Light Varmint, Heavy Varmint and Heavy 
Benchrest Rifle classes. Medallions are 
awarded each team member for 1st, 2nd 
and 3rd places in each class. The costs 
of the Postal Matches are carried by IBS.

25 Years Ago 


@ Highlights of the 1953 Director’s meet- 
ing in Wichita, Kansas, September 10 
revealed some astute thinking and 
democratic action: 

(1) Possible world record targets must 
be accompanied by their moving 
backers. 

(2) A heavy bench rest rifle was 
defined as one capable of shoot- 
ing reasonably safe ammo, any 
sights, any weight and with its 
trigger actuated with any conve- 
nient finger. 

(3) The NRA invited the bench rest 
shooters to hold their champion- 
ship matches at Camp Perry, Ohio. 

(4) Harvey Donaldson and Colonel 
Whelen were made life members. 

(5) A stationary backer to identify 
cross fires during registered 
matches was made a necessity as 
of Jan. 1, 1954. 

(6) Rod Janson, Seattle, Wash. was 
elected president. 

(7) Shots outside of but not touching 
the record target borderline will 
disqualify the target. (This rule is 
still valid in IBS. Missing shots or 
shots over the record borderline 
result in penalties not DNQ’s ac- 
cording to current NBRSA rules.) 

(8) Life membership was posted at 
$50.00. 


e A .370” ten shot group from 100 yards 
fired by Ralph Pride, Portland, Oregon 
didn’t hold up against Olive Walker’s 
earlier record of .326”. Tough luck 
Ralph. 


@ The Johnstown, N.Y club maintained 
its well established excellent reputa- 
tion for putting on a terrific bench rest 
shoot, and their efforts on September 
5-6, 1953 were no exception. Al 
Creighton, from Waynesburg, Ohio 
won the 200 yard and the grand aggs. 
Al has been, and still is, a very good 
friend of bench rest shooting. He has 
been at it for many years, is a good ac- 
tive competitor, and is one of the con- 
tact men for the McKinley BRS club. (I 
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by A. H. Angerman 


remember watching Al handloading at 
Lewistown, Pa. in 1954 several years 
before | took my first look at real com- 
petition.) 


@ Crawford Hollidge from Marston Mills, 
Mass. plastered a 259” ten shot group 
from 100 yards that was quickly dis- 
engaged from public view and submit- 
ted to the record committee for official 
measurement. 


@ There were a lot of trophy and 
memorial matches at the Johnstown 
shoot. Homer Culver won the 
Donaldson trophy match. Ron 
Sinclair, (probably no relative to 
Becky), won the Lucian Cary match, 
Linus Douglass won the Hornady tro- 
phy, Al Creighton won the Taylor and 
Robbins trophy and the Herter award, 
Irene Robbins won the Bushnell Smith 
Memorial trophy, while Culver, 
Walker, Taylor, Cotter, Deere, Glen- 
denning, Robbins, McNally, Heap and 
others won merchandise from the Al 
Marcianti Memorial match. Bench rest 
shooting is now relatively impersonal.

RINGS 


The last few years have seen more and 
more internal adjustment scopes in use 
at benchrest matches, thanks to the 
designing of scopes that offer the quality 
optic designs and light weights we 
desire for our 10-1/2 pound and 13-1/2 
pound rifles. Offered by Lyman, Leupold 
and Redfield we have these shorter 
scopes in powers up to 25X. Although 
field of view might be somewhat less 
than experienced in the past with larger 
objective lens and greater weight, 
brightness of image loss has been 
minor. Exit pupils are surely acceptable, 
and in some cases greater than with 
scopes of less powder. Leupold and 
Redfield have always offered great op- 
tics and brightness in their higher 
powder scopes. Lyman has joined the 
ranks with the coming of their 25X 
LWBR. We will be evaluating the Lyman 
25 X LWBR in the future, along with the 
Siebert conversion. 

New in the benchrest game are the 
rings and blocks for mounting these 
scopes on a rifle. The selection of rings 
and blocks is almost endless. All the old 
familiar makes we have used on our 
hunting rifles are now adaptable for our 
benchrest rifles. Redfield, Weaver, 
Bushnell, Leupold Lyman, Ruger, 
Buehler, and Conetrol, produces rings 
and blocks that can be used. Then we 
have B-square coming along with rings 
and blocks designed just for benchrest 
shooting. How good can we have it? 

This all leads to some new thinking 
about something that has been more or 
less taken for granted in the past. | am 
referring to mounting rings. Some in- 
teresting things are being learned. 

For example: the endless concern of 
saving weight, which brought us to the 
lighter internal adjustment scopes, can 
be applied to rings and blocks. There is 
a difference between makes and models 
and some comparisons can be made. 
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For example: let’s look at rings of 
various makes that we can use. We deal 
here with rings only, not blocks. Let’s 
look at the B-Square LWBR rings, and in 
this case we include blocks and the 
mounting screws. An example checked 
out at 2.418 oz. The Weaver high rings 
weigh 3.106 oz. Leupold Std. rings, 
medium height — which might not make 
it for objective lens clearance on all ri- 
fles are .770’’ high and (catalog No. 
26160), check out at 2.557 oz. Our last 
example is the Bushnell (catalog No. 
76-3102), which comes in only medium 
height at this time. They might offer a 
barrel clearance problem for the objec- 
tive lens on some rifles. They check out 
at 1.852 oz. This selection amounts to 
.705 oz. difference. Not much really; but 
if getting a rifle weight down to accepta- 
ble limits is a problem it’s a way of get- 
ting weight down to something over one 
half ounce. 

Scope blocks are made of aluminum 
and steel and a weight savings of over 
several ounces can be saved by proper 
selection. The limitation here is in find- 
ing blocks that fit the rifle. The selection 
of blocks in nearly endless and different 
blocks are interchangeable. For exam- 
ple: Weaver blocks No. 19 will fit a rifle 
and are about the lightest that can be 
had. Bushnell rings give proper objec- 
tive clearance over the barrel: you have 
a light and adequate mounting system 
that is hard to improve on as far as 
weight is concerned. 

Pat McMillan has found a way to cut 
down on the weight some when using 
Weaver top mount rings. He cuts the 
center one third section of the top rings 
out for a savings of a little over a half 
ounce for both rings. 

When you mount a scope in any rings 
use a trick that has been used by those 
gunsmiths in the know for a lot of years. 
To acquire a no-slip mounting without 
applying great force on the scope tube 
spread a very small amount of rosin be- 
tween rings and scope. The rings then 


really grip the scope tube and you don’t 
have to deform the scope tube to prevent 
movement, even on the hard kicker. 

Another item of interest: with the 
wider use of allen headed screws in 
scope rings and blocks, take it easy, for 
the force applied is much greater than 
with conventional slotted screws. This 
will prevent a stripped thread and the 
problems that go with it. When tighten- 
ing put the long leg into the head and 
turn with the shorter section. 

| checked out a number of block 
makes for hole alignment and found that 
some are great and others are not so hot, 
even in the same make and model. Add 
the fact that not every hole drilled into 
actions and sleeves for mounting the 
blocks is in perfect alignment and we 
can have a sporty time lining up the 
scope. God bless B-Square and their 
LWBR mount! When holes are not lined 
up too great the rings aren’t either and 
only part of the rings are making 100% 
contact with the scope tube. Some 
rather strange forces are being applied 
to the scope tube in general. 

We now bring up the subject of scope 
ring lapping. This will help correct the 
ring misalignment to some degree and 
remove some of the errors that are in the 
rings. Some makes of rings have more 
flaws than others. 

Often one set of rings will be found to

With the increased interest in metallic 
silhouette shooting for pistols we have 
been building a few XP-100’s for this 
type shooting. 

The construction of these pistols was 
started in a rather reluctant manner as | 
had never been much of a handgun 
“buff”. 

However as the number of inquiries 
rose so did our enthusiasm and now we 
are ‘‘hooked”’. 

My big problem was that if | wasn’t sit- 
ting down and looking through a 20X, or 
better scope, | didn’t know how to shoot. 

The idea of using iron sights and 
working up a load just wasn’t something 
| could grasp. 

To even the odds | rigged an old heavy

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bench stock so that | could bolt in the XP 
barreled actions, work up a load using a 
scope and, once this was accomplished, 
zero the iron sight with my scope. The 
rest was up to the shooter. 

While working with these XP barreled 
actions in my “unrestricted pistol’ | 
became very impressed with the ac- 
curacy obtained with the short, light 
weight barrels. (Rules limit the length to 
15” and maximum weight rules of 4-1/2 
Ib. limit the barrel weight to approx- 
imately 1-3/4 pounds.) 

| was hoping to obtain MOA accuracy 
with match grade stainless barrels. 

The first barreled action tried in the 
“big gun’’ was a7 x 47 loaded with 30 
grains of No. 335 and 120 grain bullets. 

The first group out of the darn thing 
went .400 (100 yards) and several other 
different loadings shot groups well 
under 3/4’ MOA. 

The second barreled action was a 
standard grade chrome moly barrel 
chambered in 300 Savage. 

Again | was amazed as it was no prob- 
lem to obtain 1° MOA with 150 to 168 
grain bullets and several powders such 


as 4895, 748, No. 380 and 4759. 

All of this resulted in my having some 
chronographing done by Geiger’s 
Chronographing Service in Defiance, 
Ohio. 

| had long been told by the barrel 
makers that the short barrels would 
shoot as good or better than longer ones 
but even so | felt that the velocity loss 
between a 24” barrel and say an 18” bar- 
rel would be too great. 

Wrong again, Fred! 

The 300 Savage has a 14-1/2” barrel 
and the chronograph results were as 
follows: 

125 grain bullet — IMR 3031 (5 shot 
groups) 

39 grains—2324 fps 

40 grains—2402 fps 

41 grains—2487 fps 
125 grain bullet—IMR 4759 (5 shot 
groups) 

32 grains—2490 fps 

33 grains—2512 fps 

34 grains—2551 fps 
150 grain bullet—IMR 4759 (3 shot 
groups) 

29 grains—2162 fps 

30 grains—2237 fps 

31 grains—2293 fps 

32 grains—2337 fps. 

150 grain bullet—H4895 (3 shot groups) 

33 grains—1861 fps 

34 grains—1947 fps 

This last load is of course reduced 
from the others and was done to have a 
load for actual shooting of the pistol. 

The other loadings would be to much 
to handle in a 4-1/2 lb. handgun. 

Checking a Sierra loading manual | 
noted that they show approximately 300 
fps more velocity in a 22” barrel. 

Going one step further, we wanted to 
see what velocity losses were encoun- 
tered at lengths less than the 15” re- 
quired for the silhouette pistols and with 
the reduced powder charges being used 
for pistol shooting. 

Dave started with a 15” barrel cham- 
bered for the full 308 Winchester and ran 
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velocity checks until the barrel length 
was 9”. 

We selected loadings with 150 grain 
bullets and charges of 4895, 748, 335 
and 4759 that would give a muzzle 
velocity of approximately 2000 fps in a 
15” barrel. 

Velocity loss per inch was much less 
than expected until a barrel length of 
10” was reached at which point the loss 
per inch doubled that which we received 
from 15” to 11”. 

Of course some of the powders 
reacted differently than others but all the 
results were surprising to me. 

A couple of examples would be: with 
335 we were still getting over 1900 fps in 
a 11” barrel and the average loss per 
inch with the 4759 (from 15” to 9’) was 
only 43 fps, with velocity from a9” barrel 
at 1683 fps. 

The benefit obtained from this infor- 
mation could lead to a good many 
heated discussions and points out the 
fact that grown men will still go to great 
lengths to satisfy their curiosity. 

However, it does point out the fact that 
an inch or two of barrel isn’t going to 
make a noticable difference in velocity. 

From the information Dave Geiger 
produced from his chronographing and 
the printed velocities on hand we found 
that less than 50 fps was lost with each 
inch of barrel length reduction from .24” 
down to 9”. 

Last but not least, | expect that most of 
us have competed near someone shoot- 
ing No. 335 in a bench gun and got the 
“flinches” from doing so. Dave informs 
me that he thought he had passed on to 
his great reward when he touched off 38 
grains of itin a9” barrel. He accused me 
of loading the darn thing with NAPALM.
